But what fignifies Declama- 
tion! what fignifies faying, That the Romans 
were corrupted and depraved, and loft their Liberty 
by that Corruption and Depravation , that the Senate 
was bribed; and the Nobility like flupid Statues, 
whofe Names and Titles were theiy only Ornaments ? 
Is this Writing or Reafoning ? Is this the Way to 
remove Corruption 2 No: There is but one Way in 
the World to remove Corruption, which is removing 
the Caufe of Corruption; and that is, Mens living 
beyond their Fortunes. Thofe, therefore, who 
would write effeftually againft Corruption, fhould 
lay before Men the Reafons why they fhould 
deny themfelves all Pleafures which come not 
within the Reach of their Fortunes ; they fhould 
thew them that Temperance is the Nurfing-Mo- 
ther of all the Vircues, and Fundamental to Ho 
ney; for the Way to fecure Men againft Bribery 
and Corruption is to fecure their Honefy ; and 
the Way, perhaps, the only Way to fecure their 
Honefly, is to keep themfeives trom Diftre/s, by 
Frugality and Indufiry. Weiters againft Corruption 
fhould thew Men, that the greatef Good and 
bighef Hiappinefs conlifis in the right Manage- 
ment of therr Paffiens, and being truly Mafters of 
themfelves. Thus they will ftand firm againtt 
Corruption, and fuffer no Man to become their 
Mafler. But if the People will follow one ano. 
ther into Luxury, live beyond their Fortunes, 
and fo furround themfelves with Diftrefs of all 
kinds, they will foon make Shipwreck of their 
Virtue, and become that Man's Slave who will 
beft fupply their Wants, The Care of Corruption 
muft therefore begin at home ; right Conduct will 
put an everlafting End to it ; bur all the Laws of 
Heaven and Earth will not be able to root it out, 
while Men place their Happinefs in Things out 
of their own Power. While we live qithin our 
Incomes, we are Proof agaioft all Difomefty ; but as 
foon as we exceed them, we ftand upon the Brink 
of Ruin; and, if we ftep forward, are undone for 
ever. This I.effon of bumble Temperance fhould be 
taught Mankind, as the Sowrce of ali Honefly and 
of all Happinefs too; and as foon as this snfa- 
Sionable Virtue is put in Pra€ice, a¥ Corruption 
would fall dead before us, But while Men will 
Rratify unveafonable Appetites, and contend who 
thall appear moft wealthy, inftead of endeavour- 
ing who fhall be rea%y moft bappy, all Presching, 
all Writing, and all Laws too againft Corruption, 
will fignify juft nothing. 
_ But, it feems, Cate has wrote againft Corrup- 
tion; and what then? What is Cato to Mr. 
D Aavers ? When Cato wrote againtt Corruption, 
Publick Corruption, State or Minifterial Corruption, 
he had a Reafon fo: it ; au Occefion was g.ven, 
the greateft and moft deploravle Occafion that 
ever was known in England; the matchlefs Wick.

Hampton-Coust, Augufi 2t. An Exprefs ar- 
rived here this Day with Letters from Mr. Keene, 
his Majefty’s Minifter Plenipotentiary at the Court 
of Spain, dated the 18th Inftant, N.S. which 
bring Advice, That on that Day the King of 
Spain's Ratifications of the Treaty figned at Vienna 


the 22d of laft Month, N.S. by the Minifters of | 


the Emperor, Great Britain and Spain, tor the 
Execution of the Engagements entered into by 
the T.eaty of Seville the gth of November 1729, 
and by the Treaty of Vienna of the 16th of March 
laft, were fent away to Vienna by a Spanifh Cou- 
tier. 

By the fame Exprefs came Letters from Sir 
Charles Wager, Admiral of the Blue, and Com. 
mander in Chief of the Squadron of his Majefty’s 
Ships which is to attend the Introdu&tion of the 
Spanifh Garrifons; by which we have an Ac- 
count, Thar the Squadron which failed from Spit 
head the 14th of July O.S. arrived the 1f In- 
ftant, O. S. in the Bay of Cadiz, and that Orders 
had been fent thither to treat the Admiral and the 
other Officers and Men belonging to his Majefty’s 
Squadron with all manner of Civility; whieh 
Orders have been punénally complied with. 

Sir Charles Wager, after he came about Cape 
S. Vincent, fent away Capt. Harvey in his Maje- 
fty’s Ship the Kinfale with a Compliment to the 
Governor, and to give him Notice of his coming 
with the Squadron, and that he would falure the 
Town of Cadiz with 1g Guns, if he were affured 
that he would return the Salute with the like 
Number, which is the Cuffom on the like Occa- 
fions; and the Governor anfwered the Compli- 
ment with great Civility, and promifed to comply 
with the Propofal relating to the Salute. The 
Admiral alfo tent his Compliments to the Com- 
manding Officer of the Spanifh Men of War in 
the Harbour, and propofed, that to prevent any 
Difputes in Point of Ceremonial, no Salute fhould 
be given or expe&ted on cither Side between his 
Majefty’s Ships and thofe of the King of Spain: 
The Marquis de Mari, Lieutenant Ge-eral or Vice 
Admiral of the Navy of Spain, received the Ad- 
miral’s Compliment with great Complaifance, and 
readily agreed to what he had propofed. Before 
Sir Charles Wager entered the Bay, four Gentle- 
men came on board him with a Complimen- 
from the Marquis de Mari. As foon as the Ad 
mital came to ap Anchor he faluted the Town 
with 15 Guns, and was anfwered with the fame 
Number. Then two Gentlemen came with a 
Compliment from the Governor. The next Morn- 
ing the Admiral fent an Officer on Shore to return 
his Compliments to the Marquis de Mari and to 
the Governor, and to invite them to Dinner. 
They both came on board him, and the Governor 
ftay’d and dined with him, but the Marquis de 
Mari excufed himfelf, and invited the Admirals 
and all the Captains of the Fleet te dine with him 
the next Day. The Marquis and the Governor, 
at their Departure from on board the Admiral, 
were cach of them falured with 13 Guns. The 
Day fellowing, being the 3d O. S. the Admiral 
and mpft of the Captains dined with the Marquis 
de Mari, as did alfo che Governor, and they had a 
very great Entertainment; and in the Evening 
the Admiral went and returned the Governor's 
Vifir. At the Admiral’s coming off from the 
Shore to go on board his Ship, he was faluted by 
the Town with 13 Guns. 

On the sth, O. &. in the Afternoon, Sir Charles 
Wager went on Shore and fet out for Seville, 
where he arrived the next Morning ; and abour 
Noon, being accompanied by Mr. Keene, he 
made a Vific to the Marquis de la Paz, firft 
Secretary of State and of the Difpatches, who re- 
turned it in the Afternoon; and in the Evening 
he likewife vifited M. Patinho, Governor of the
